REFORM— "Thi* party em- 
phasizes participation of the 
entire student body in student 
government.

Council Postpones 
Interfraternity Sing 
For Inctefinite Time

• BY A VOTE of seven to five, the 
Interfraternlty Council decided to 
postpone the Interfraternlty Sing 
indefinitely. The chapters voting 
for the measure gave as their rea- 
son the fact that many of the mem- 
bers had too many other activities 
to devote the necessary time to 
prepare for the contest. 

A member of the Council had 
proposed that the Sing be can- 
celled, and the Council had decided 
to put the question to a vote of 
the Individual member chapters. 
The delegates brought in the nega- 
tive answer. 

Because an amendment to the 
Constitution of the Interfraternlty 
Council, which states that the Sing 
be one of the annual activities of 
the Council, would be necessary to 
abolish the Sing, It was Instead in- 
definitely postponed. Further ac- 
tion will have to be determined by 
next yeax^s council. 

The Council, had, prior to this, 
voted down the suggeetion that 
non-partlclpatlon In the Sing would 
make the non-participatlng chapter 
liable to a fine.

Nafionalhm- 
A Blasphemy! 

Dr. Barnhart Speaks 
To Religious Clubs 

a DR WILLIAM R. BARNHART, 
Executive Secretary of the Waeh* 
ington Federation of Churchee, was 
the speaker Friday at the Annual 
Spring Fellowship, sponsored by 
the Council of Religious Organisa- 
tions and the religious organise* 
tlons of the Unlvwrslty. Tlfie topic 
was “Ideals for a Ch^lng Civili- 
zation.'' 

The first World War, the depres- 
sion of 1929. and a new realistic 
theology are responalUe for a new 
outlook and a different standard of 
values than those of the 1990*^ 

Among the ideals needed for a 
better world Is a “love of new 
truth" In the fields of religion and 
social science. The leadership of 
these fields by men who look back- 
ward rather than forward is respon- 
sible for the discrepancy between 
the advances of science and those 
of religion and the social sciences, 
Dr. Barnhart said. 

"Social Indlvldusdlsm" and "soli- 
darity of the human family" are 
present day necessities. “National- 
ism as we know It is blasphemy In 
the sight of God. Christianity 
should not be nationalized ; na- 
tions should be christianized." Pw- 
sonalitles and not things should be 
the goals of civilization. "Men 
should be treated as ends, not 
means or opportunities." 

"In modern terminology, the 
Kingdom of God Is a democracy 
where there are equal rights for 
all." Theie rights Include the right 
to play, the right to an education, 
and the right to work. 

"Supremacy of the spiritual 
rather than the material should be 
a model Ideal." 1^. Barnhart 
quoted Professor Jeans, the great 
English physicist who said, ‘The 
more we know of this world, the 
more It resembles not a great ma- 
chine. but a great thought." 

Seruch Kimble, president of the 
Westminster Club, presided at the 
Fellowship and Haley Scurlock, 
former president of the Baptist 
Student Union, made the opening 
remarks.

For 
his relationship there has been 
vastly greater than what Equity 
lists as a director’s range of duttea 
It was only a couple years or so 
that the local drama group began 
a steady rise In prestige and pro- 
ductWeness. That rise dates direct- 
ly from the meeting In which 
Sparks got up to ^ve a little 
speech. Cue and Curtain had fallen 
on evil days. Campus politics fur- 
nished all the motive power, not 
play production. A fine row was In 
the air; finances were low; mem- 
bers were bitter. 

Then came an ultimatum— spoken 
very quietly — dangerously so. 
Either Cue and Curtain quit these 
monkeyshlnes and got to work on 
some plays, or It could do without 
the services of Its then volunteer 
director, who incldently was the 
only qualified person even remotely 
avallsble for the job. His words 
took, and since then Cue and Cur- 
tain’s stock has been steadily rising. 

Sparks* work as director has bMn 
phenomenal. It has resulted more 
often than not In an 18-hour day 
during production. Thoae connected 
with the organization well know 
that, except for him, It would 
either be inactive or in the very- 
•mall-potato class Indeed. 

Though there are many candi- 
dates, and some may disagree as to 
objectives concerned. It Is this 
writer’s opinion that, for construc- 
tive service to University activities 
by any of its present or past stu- 
dents. number one ranking should 
go to Floyd Sparks.

to occupy our time. That. In a 
nutshell, seems to be the attitude 
of the Virginia boys, too . . . and we 
can’t say as we blame 'em. 

Only One Bounee At Virginia 

Down at Virginia they proceed 
on the assumption that every stu- 
dent Is a gentleman until he proves 
himself otherwise. The system ap- 
plies not only to exsma but to 
home assignments, elections, and 
everything else you can think of. 
A student has only to show false 
colorrence. and once only, and he's 
given twenty-four hours to leave 
school! The system Is enforced 
rigidly by a student committee 
which Includes the top man from 
each of the divisions of the uni- 
versity, numbering about four In 
all. 

We can't visualize anything like 
that at George Washington. And 
without a similar extreme penalty, 
administered solely by students, the 
system is g farce.

It's Up to You! 

• ANOTHER CAMPUS-WIDE election rolls around 
Thursday and Friday and another wave of “politicking” 
is already sweeping the campus. It is interesting to note 
the reaction this yearly phenomena stirs on campus. 

There are no halfway points in the attitudes of the 
students. 

They either treat politics with complete indiffer- 
ence or light amusement, or— at the other extreme — they 
follow the voting with a rabid interest. 

It is unfortunate that these latter extremists make 
up such a small part of the student body, and that their 
interests are based too often on loyalty to a fraternity 
brother or a sister who happens to be running. 

Of course, when one takes an objective view of the 
election he might well have reason to be indifferent or 
amused. There i; a good deal of farce and foolishness, 
worthless promises and propaganda, attached to it. The 
most powerful influence on voting in the long run seems 
to be the persuasion of some smiling sorority girl on a 
confused nirtt Khool student who has just arrived to 
take one of nis three Hours of classes. Generally, there 
has been a wholesale stuffing of ballot boxes, which some 
party leaders feel is necessary for election. 

No wonder then, under such condition^ that only 
some 1,200 students, out of 8,000, voted last year. Intel- 
ligent students might feel that it is not worth their while. 

But there is another side to the question. Student 
government will never be worthwhile until the students 
support it — until student leaders feel themselves respon- 
sible to an interested student body. 

Perhaps the students don’t realize it, but the Student 
Council handles something like $20,000 of their money 
during the year. The potentialities of student govern- 
ment on this campus are almost unlimited; the forums, 
social programs, chapels, assemblies, organizations, and ^
